Fa rm Show Ex hibit Empha sizes Fa rm Youth a nd Wildlife 
As part of it;; conservation education program the Pennsylvania 
Game Commission annually produces a new and always Interesting 
exhib it at the Farm Show at Harrisb urg. There, b etween January 14 
and January 19 this year, visitors from all parts of the Keystone State 
will view a special exhib it, designed to tie in with Future Farm er pro­ 
grams. 
Featured in the Commission’s wildlife exhib it will b e b irds and 
animals that farm b oys and girls can help to restore and protect b y 
improving conditions for them on the land where they live. One display 
will portray several species of wild ducks on a pond. The b ackground 
will consist of a large painting showing that a farm on which modern 
practices are employed will produce not only improved farm croi\yields 
b ut additional wildlife also. 
The theme of another environmental display will b e live m uskrats 
in natural surroundings. The purpose is to influence farm youth to 
improve marsh areas for these valuab le little fur-b earers. so that they 
may increase their cash incomes through fur trapping. 
Newly-hatched quail chicks and a b rooder will b e shown to attract 
attention to the Game Commission’s current quail chick and day-old 
pheasant program for farm youth. 
In addition to the Commission’s main exhib it, on the lower con­ 
course of the Farm Show Arena, special attractions will b e presented 
in the small cattle judging arena on the evenings of January 15 and 16. 
On the night of the 15th. all b reeds of hunting dogs will b e exhib ited 
and the outstanding characteristics of each will b e explained b y a dog 
expert. Immediately afterward there will b e a demonstration of safe 
gun handling b y a firearms authority. On the following evening, an 
archery demonstration b y some of Pennsylvania’s leading b owmen, fol­ 
lowed b y ail explanation of the techniques of b ow hunting, will interest 
many a novice or prospective b ow and arrow hunter. On that evening, 
also, a farmer-sportsman-relation skit will b e presented. In it the good 
and b ad b ehavior of hunters will he .portrayed. 
The wildlife exhib it and the special features arranged b y the Game 
Commission suggest enjoyab le hours and worthwhile information for 
thousands of b oys and girls from rural areas, and for many thousands 
of townspeople, too. 
Don’t Wa ste Tha t Deer Hide 
When deer hides are not put to some use following any deer season 
a valuab le product of the hunt is wasted. 
Now, especially, our armed forces are very desirous of securing 
certain equipment, such as cold climate gloves made from b uckskin 
ob tained from the hide market. 
Every year, many successful hunters allow their deer hides to lie 
around until after the holiday season, then eventually throw them away. 
These hides should b e heavily salted, preferab ly with coarse salt, should 
b e mlled up flesh side in, and b e kept in a cold place. 
Those who ha ve deer hides can prevent waste and derive profit from 
their sale, and at the same time add to the comfort of their (Govern­ 
ment’s armed forces b y taking their deer skins to hide dealers, tanners, 
fur b uyers or taxidermists, who are paying a good price this year for 
such hides. 
Tra il Pens Sportsmen’s Xma s Wish 
In his syndicated strip, just b efore Christmas. Ed Dodd depicts 
Mark Trail penning a letter to Santa Claus, in which he expresses the 
fervent wish—prayer, almost—of every conservation-minded person in 
this country. 
Wrote Trail to Santa: “ I’m asking for quite a handout this year. 
Please b ring us shooting on clear frosty mornings and decent fishing in 
pure singing t.rout streams. 
“Bring us stout hearts . . . hearts that will fight always to keep 
these things whole and b eautiful for generations to come.” 


Heer ('limbs Like Mounta in Goa t 
This unusual incident was reported b y William A Moyer. Allentown 
Game Protector, who said: 
“During the small game season. 1 received a call to remove a deer 
from a q uarry hole that had sides 100 feet high and was tilled with 
water. The strange sight attracted quite a crowd of people. All were 
amazed when the animal qlimb ed from ledge to ledge toward the top 
By the time ! arrived the deer had ’made the grade' and had dis 
appeared." 
Ilitrh Huck Kill a t Pyma tiining 
Game Protector Raymond A. Sit kies, who has charge of the district 
in which the Pvmatuning waterfowl area is located, reports on tall 
hunting in his area. 
He says: “Rab b its were scarce, rinknecks were as plentiful as last 
season, and sq uirrel.and grouse were more plentiful. The kill of wild 
s?eese exceeded anything in the history of Pvmatuning. and the kill of 
wild ducks was the heaviest for several years. The b ad weather that 
was a hindrance to small game hunting was a b oon to waterfowl hunters 
who were more numerous than in previous years.” 
Heer Inta des Home 
Game Protector Daniel H. Faekler. of Windsor, York County, 
reports: 
“On Novemb er 9, at 12.30 p. m.. >irs. C. L. Epplev. living on North 
George St.. in York, heard a strange sound in her living room. Opening1 
a door from the kitchen, she saw a deer standing in her living room 
Before Mrs. Epplev had time to recognize her guest, the b uck jumped 
out the front window, clearing the porch and railing and narrowly 
missing Mr. Epplev who came to investigate the cause of his b roken 
window. The deer escaped the George street traffic b ut met his doom 
b v running into a truck on the Bull road, a few minutes later." 
Wa steful or La wless! 
In disgust, Earl E. Geesaman. York Game Protector, give?, this 
information on what he found in the last small game season. 
He says: "One day on patrol 1 came upon four rab b its and two 
pheasants lying cleaned, b undled and frozen. After cleaning his kills 
this hunter for some reason changed his mind ab out taking the game 
with him. Many families would have b een glad for the tasty m e a t.‘hut 
it ended up as crow feed.” 
Ga me La nds Hunting Increa ses 
In recent comments, Ear E. Smith, the Land Utilization Assistant 
in the Game Commission's Northwest Division, pretty well voiced the 
opinion expressed b y several b rother officers. 
Said Smith: “During the small game season, T visited most of the 
Game Lands in the Northwest Division and I was pleased to ob serve 
that a larger numb er of hunters now use the Sportsmen-owned lands. 
This mav b e due to an increased amount of posted lands and to the 
fact that they can hunt with the feeling that they are welcome. Game 
is b ecoming more plentiful on the lands, due to the improvements made 
for the b e n e fit of wildlife, and hunters are b eginning to realize that 
any b enefit to wildlife b enefits those hunting game.” 
Heer Killing in Bea r Sea son Hecried 
Game Protector David It. Titus reports that the 1951 b ear season 
was the b est in his W arren County district in the last four years. 
Titus says: “We had a very good b ear kill. Some very large b ears 
we-e token. No cub s were killed and there were no hunting casualties 
reported.” 
Commenting in the manner of several other Game Protectors, the 
officers continues, however: “The only b lack mark against the season 
was the numb er of deer killed and left where they were shot b y b eai 
hunters. Some of these out-of-season kills were antlered b ucks. They 
would have made the trophies for deserving hunters.”
